‘for- example, as late at 1885 Pope Leo XIII, in his Encyclical “Immortale Dei” 
) far condemned every single one of the “planks” of civil and religious liberty that 
otes listinguish our political system from every other in existence. He said 
ac that they drove the Church into an “unrightful position.”

} the pattern and form of Christianity that We have described”—in 
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other words, to substitute for the political doctrines of the founders ci this 
Republic, those of himself and Pope Pius IX, (See “Great Encyclical Letters 
of Pope Leo XIII, pp. 120-136). 

We are well aware that only a small percentage of your membership— 
taken as a whole—knows about these things. It is part of the Vatican system 
of education to withhold from you—as far as it can—even the knowledge that 
these political doctrines are contained in the official teaching of the pontiff. 
We know that your journals and your high priests talk about “spiritual” 
allegiance to the Pope, without telling you all that is contained in that 
allegiance. When this point is emphasized by those whose reading of Papal 
documents and the Canon Law of the Church is more extended than yours, 
your priests point out the good service done on behalf of the country during 
the Great War by Catholics of all ranks. There is absolutely no connection 
between the two. In the first place, no one (so far as we know) has ever 
even suggested that individual Catholics did their duty any less thoroughly 
and devotedly than other men with other religious beliefs—or none. Nor 
does the fact that any man died in battle prove anything at all on this par- 
ticular point. The interests of the Church itself were not a direct issue 
in the war, so far as this nation was concerned; and since the armistice we 
have seen many Catholics in high and low places, laboring hard to nullify 
the Constitution of the United States in respect to the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment, although at least some of these men had, when they assumed office, 
taken oath to support the Constitution. 

Again: Exception is taken by many people in many states to the appro- 
priation of public money for sectarian institutions such as schools, hospitals, 
orphanages, etc., at the instance of your priests. They regard this as a vio- 
lation of the principle of Separation of Church and State. In some cities 
the amounts of money obtained by the representatives of your Church run 


into millions of dollars. It is doubtful whether any considerable number of 


laymen took part in these raids on public treasuries, but the fact cannot be 
denied, and they have produced a reaction which cannot fail to have an un- 
favorable effect on the membership of the Church, as a whole. 

Once more. Exception is taken to the parochial school system, on several 
grounds. 


1. The teaching of children that theirs is the only true Church, and that 
therefore all others are heretics or schismatics or something else undesirable, 
tends to segregate them in thought and feeling from their fellows, and must 
create a sentiment—though perhaps only subconsciously—that their Church 
is treated more or less unjustly by the nation at large, which refuses to ac- 
knowledge any such claim. 


2. The effect of such teaching must be to make the priest the supreme 
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authority in the life of the individual child, as representing first the Pope as 
the Vicar of Christ and then the Almighty, with his alleged power 
sins.

THE VATICAN AND THE NEGROES 


The “New York American,” July 29, 1924, contained a full page “ad.”— 
or rather proclamation, of a convention to be held in New York of negroes 
from all parts of the world.

Moses was a shepherd, so also was David. Luther, Lincoln, Mazzini and 
Garibaldi, were all poor in their boyhood. But to the humble and poor God 
ften 


refers to speak ; the humble and poor God frequently elevates to places 
tinfluence and power. Herein is a great lesson for any of us who may some- 


umes feel depressed by the consciousness of weakness, or poverty. Ne one 
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need think himself unequal to the work of God, if he is ready to see the 
vision, to listen to the voice, and to obey and follow the heavenly vision sent 
from God. The only things demanded of us are obedience and self-sacrifice; 
God will provide the rest—wisdom, power, intelligence and love. 


While Moses was keeping the flock of Jethro, “The angel of the Lord 
appeared unto him in a flame of fire out of the midst of a bush, and he looked 
and behold the bush burned with fire, and the bush was not consumed.” 


We may suppose that other shepherds were near the slope of Horeb, but 
only Moses saw the vision, for it was only Moses who was to be called as a 
deliverer. A great man has the fire of God in his breast, in his thoughts, in 
his zeal—and he sees light where others discern only common things. Few 
among men are transported to the plane of visions. Only the spiritually 
young, and the spirit-filled people can see through the surface of the ordinary 
things in life, and perceive through humdrum circumstances the moving 
spirit of God in all His beauty and holiness. Out of the ordinary to see the 
extraordinary, is one of the marks of the children of God. And the Founder 
of The Salvation Army uttered a great truth when he said: “It is the people 
who see the invisible who achieve the impossible.” 


Mrs. Browning sang, “Earth’s crammed with Heaven, and every common 
bush a fire of God, but only he who sees, takes off his shoes: the rest sit 
around it and pluck blackberries.” The bush seen by Moses was to all ap- 
pearances a common bush—to the eyes of common men. Horeb was not dis- 
cerned as the mount of God by the Egyptians: to them it was an ordinary 
mountain: for they had only ordinary eyes. Many wonderful things re- 
vealed through the book of nature, and through God’s Book are not caught 
by those who are not illumined from above. It is only those that see visions 
who can accomplish great things in the world for God and humanity. 


In the natural world, too, we are deficient in the power of vision. The 
vibrations of light below red or above violet escape us: and so we lose many 
wonderful colors superior to those we see. Had we an eye capable of more 
delicate registrations, the picturesque world of color would be immensely 
enlarged. So it is with the inner meaning of things belonging to faith and the 
supernatural world, rightly endowed with a wealth which even the most 
penetrating mind cannot exhaust. It is those that see visions who accom- 
plish great things in the world. They see and hear things which are not 
noticed by the spiritually blind. The vision will always have its voice; the 
voice of nature, and the voice of God. All who have seen, have also heard 
the wonderful things in the world of God. 


It was so with Peter, James, and John when Jesus “took them up into 
a high mountain apart, and was transfigured before them: and His face did 
shine as the sun, and His raiment was white as the light—and a bright cloud 
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overshadowed them, and behold a voice out of the cloud which said: This 
is my beloved in whom I am well pleased. Hear Him!” 

It was so with Paul when on his way to Damascus. “Suddenly there 
shined round about him a light from Heaven. And he fell to the earth, and 


heard a voice saying unto him, Saul, Saul, why persecutest thou Me?... I 
am Jesus whom thou persecutest. ... And he trembling and astonished, said:

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SPAIN AFTER 400 YEARS OF ROME RULE 


Four hundred years ago the word “Spain” stood for a splendid and mag- 
nificent empire possessing military and maritime power, arts and sciences, 
commerce and manufactures, and in her South American colonies wealth al- 
most “beyond the dreams of avarice.”

On the same page, however, he says that the establishment of the In- 


quisition by Isabella the Catholic contributed largely to counterbalance the 
benefits resulting from Isabella’s government, and describes it as “an insti- 
tution which has done more than any other to stay the proud march of human 
reason. Which by imposing uniformity of creed has proved the fruitful parent 
of hypocrisy and superstition, which has dried the sweet charities of human 
life, and, settling like a foul mist on the goodly promise of the land, closed up 
the fair buds of science and civilization ere they were fully opened.” 

This last paragraph forms a fitting introduction to a consideration of a 
new book, entitled “Spain To-Day,” by Frank B. Deakin, formerly Press At- 
taché at the British Embassy in Madrid, because it indicates the real source 
of the conditions that exist to-day, and constitutes a warning to this country 
of the disasters that follow in the train of Papalism in proportion as it is given 
power to work out its will.

other ten chapters in the book besides the Introduction are headed: 
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Education; Health, Housing and Sanitation; Politics and People; Justice; 
The Workers; Agrarian Problem; Catalan Separatist Movement; The Press; 
The Military Dictatorate; and Conclusion. On the whole these may be de- 
scribed as detailed elaborations of the proposition that the whole nation js 
sunk to a depth of poverty and misery that it seems almost impossible to 
realize could exist in any European country to-day. In the chapter on Jus- 
tice, for example, it is said that “all Spaniards know that almost everywhere 
the lot of the unhappy prisoner in Spain to-day is little, if any, better than it 
was in the hard, careless and uncivilized days of the Middle Ages.” The 
writer does not say so, but the reason undoubtedly is that there is no essen- 
tial difference between the Roman hierarchy of to-day in that country, and 
that which existed in the period mentioned. 

In its calm, matter-of-fact statements and its apparently studied reticence 
as to the ecclesiastical tyranny that is crushing the very life out of the country, 
this book is a far more damning indictment of the Papalist domination of the 
land than any of the somewhat vitriolic denunciations that appear in some 
modern anti-clerical journals. 

As to Spain itself the writer says on p. 127: “When the inevitable expiosion 
happens in Spain small blame will attach to them [the workers] if they are 
then unable always to make fine distinctions between their tyrants and those 
whose culpable neglect” causes the workers “to continue suffering the gravest 
wrongs and most flagrant injustice.” If these words mean anything at all, one 
must suppose the writer to expect another edition of the French Revolution— 


including the Terror—at a date not far distant. 


The book comes at a time when some such warning is badly needed in 
both this country and in England. 

Let us hope that the American people will take effectual measures to curb 
the growing power of the hierarchy of the alien Vatican in all the depart- 
ments of our municipal, State and Federal Governments. 
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HOLLAND SETS U. S. A GOOD EXAMPLE 


The Brooklyn “Tablet,” July 19, contained this despatch from Amster- 
dam, dated July 6: 


“The attitude assumed by many of the Protestant communities to- 
ward the forthcoming International Eucharistic Congress is decidedly 
hostile. Due to action taken by the General Church Council of the Dutch 
Reformed parishes in Amsterdam, the public authorities have decided 
that the projected procession with the Blessed Sacrament through the 
city comes under the edict prohibiting processions, and have therefore 
prohibited it. 


“Furthermore, the national synod has designated July 20, which is to 
be the most important day of the Congress, as a general day of Protestant 
prayer and penance, and on this day sermons will be preached from every 
pulpit in the country describing the blessings of the so-called Reforma- 
tor 


This Protestant nation is to be insulted next year by the holding of this 
Eucharistic Congress in Chicago, when the country may expect an invasion 
of Papalist agents of all kinds and degrees, and presumably also by a public 
procession with the Host through the streets. It would be a good thing if 
all the Protestant churches of that city—and of the whole country, for that 
matter—should follow the example of the Dutch Protestants and make the 
day that the Vaticanists consider their “great” day, one of prayer and 
humiliation before God for the degree of support—not mere toleration, which 


would be right and proper—to the alien organization that dishonors God by 
making the Virgin Mary a recipient of prayers; that dishonors the Atone- 
ment wrought by our Lord on the Cross, by the “unbloody sacrifice” of the 


mass (which of course implies that the atoning work of Christ on Calvary 
was ni 


it completed) ; that confers power upon priests to forgive the sins of 
persons often much more pious and righteous in the sight of God than they 
are, and that blasphemously issues indulgences falsely pretending to remit 
part of the punishment of sins, thus arrogating to itself the power to deal 
with the sins of men that rests with God alone. 

Another good reason for public humiliation and prayer before God, on 
the part of the “Protestant” denominations is their failure to put forth any 
effort commensurate with the need, for the evangelization of the Roman 
Catholic people. In such a service the representatives of the pulpit and the 
religious press may well take a prominent part. For it cannot be gainsaid 
that the general silence of the pastors and the editorial men for the last 
thirty years is largely responsible for the proportions that the Papal Peril 
has assumed to-day. No one suggests that bellicose and vituperative utter- 
ances should have been put forth in any form. But the fundamental truths 
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of Protestantism—as such—might have been plainly stated, together with 
the Roman erroneous teachings on those points set over against them; the 
history of the several denominations might have been taught; instruction 
might have been given concerning the Reformation, and its leaders, and the 
persecutions of the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries; and efforts might 
have been made to induce the members of the churches to at least endeavor 
to lead their Catholic friends and neighbors into “a more excellent way.” 

Under all the circumstances of the case if there is need for the Protestants 
of Holland to observe a Day of Humiliation and Prayer, the Protestants of 
this country have a hundredfold greater obligation so to do. For Holland 
has not—fortunately for her—had sent to her shores millions of ignorant, 
superstitious, Scriptureless people, with whom those who knew Christ might 
break the bread of life. She probably feels conscience-stricken at having 
allowed the agents of the Vatican and their henchmen to obtain as much 
power in the community as they have: for one thing Protestant money is 
being given to Papalist educational institutions. 

It is high time that the Protestant Christians of this land woke up to 
these things and realized their importance. Fortunately it is not too late 
to get ready for some such belated “act of reparation” as the Papal priests 
would say, for the foolish and suicidal inaction of the past and failure to act 
up to either duty or responsibility. 


It is more than possible that the action of the authorities of Amsterdam 
in forbidding the public procession with the Host was at least partly inspired 
by the recollection of what took place in London in connection with the 
Eucharistic Congress there in 1908. 

In England any procession of Papalists carrying the Host is forbidden 
by law, as also the landing of any Papal Legate without the invitation of 
the Sovereign, In spite of these things, Cardinal Vannutelli did actually 
land to represent the Pope, and the Papal agents had enough influence with 
the Government of that day—Mr. Asquith was Prime Minister—to enable 
them to proceed with their arrangements to have the procession take place 
in defiance of the law up to within a day or two before it was to take place. 
Vigorous protests from many quarters remained apparently unheeded, and it 
was said at the time that the Papalist plan would have been carried out had 
not King Edward himself found a way to intimate to the right men that 


such a flagrant violation of the law would, in his opinion, constitute an in- 
vasion of the Royal Prerogative. Whether this was actually true or not, 
would be hard to prove, but the fact remains that the Host carrying part of 
the proceedings was “called off,” virtually at the last moment.

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“GEORGE TYRRELL’S LETTERS” 


A good deal of water has flowed under the bridge since Pope Pius X issued 
the Encyclical “Pascendi” against the Modernists of his Church, and many 
people have forgotten details as to the movement, which at the time excited 
much interest in Italy, France and England, and the more conspicuous leaders, 

One of these latter was George Tyrrell, an English Jesuit, who attracted 
much attention by two articles that appeared in the London “Times,” Sept. 
30 and Oct. 1, 1907, entitled “The Pope and Modernism,” in which he criticized 
ihe Syllabus of Errors issued by Pope Pius X on July 4 of that year—very 
appropriately through the Inquisition. 

Father Tyrrell described himself as “one who feels no particular pride in 
claiming to know the scholastic system inside, as well as out, who has passed 
his ad gradum in scholastic divinity, and who once suffered a good deai of 
harassing for what was considered his excessive zeal for the Thomist revival 
of Pope Leo XIII, and received in consequence the condolences angi moral 
support of Cardinal Mazella, of Father Billot, S. J., then, as now, the light 
of the Roman College—and of many other neo-scholastics.” 

His articles were closely reasoned, and consisted mostly of a series of short 
trenchant sentences traversing utterances quoted from the Pope’s then recent 
Encyclical “Pascendi.” 

A Rome dispatch in the New York “Tribune,” Oct. 29, 1907, said that 
“Father Tyrrell, the noted English Jesuit, whose books on religious subjects 
were condemned by the Holy Office, had been deprived of the right to admin- 
ister the sacraments.” 

Father Tyrrell died not long after this, and Father O’Connor told the 
writer that at that time the Marquise des Monstiers-Merinville was trying te 
make arrangements for him to come to Christ’s Mission so as to meet the 
Founder of it. 

The chief value of this book is the way in which it sets forth the trials 
and tribulations of an intellectual mind trying to find spiritual life and peace 
by its own efforts, unaided by any real spiritual contact with Christ Himseli. 
He evidently prayed a good deal, and with sincerity, but nowhere is there any 
indication that he had any personal experience of having “passed from death 
unto life.” The quotations throw sinister light on Roman theology and on the 
Church system, and the way in which these work out in the lives of their vic- 
tims; they will doubtless both interest and inform Protestant ministers ané 
others who know little of either. Bishop Bonomelli, the prelate who told Pas 


tor Malinverni that Protestants “were always right” as to the pure Gospel, 


and thereby started him on his way to Christ’s Mission, is mentioned twice 
in the book.

God is no respecter of persons. He did not devise one scheme of salva- 
tion for Catholics—either Greek or Roman or Holy Orthodox brands, and an- 
other for all the rest of the earth’s population. And, leaving technical the- 
ology on one side, perhaps the greatest point of difference between the teach- 
ing of Catholicism and that of Protestantism is that by Catholicism God is 
continually presented as an offended Creator whose wrath has not been fully

They go through all the prescribed ceremonies and perform all

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In “The Western Watchman” (St. Louis), for example (Dec. 22, 1918), 
appeared this paragraph: 

“An unhappy Catholic is not a good Catholic. And why are there so 
many unhappy Catholics? I cannot tell you, but because there are so 
many unhappy Catholics the Church is paralyzed. Catholicity has no 
power.” 

Evidently the Editor himself was one of the “unhappy” Catholics, as other- 
wise he would have known the cause, and been able to point out the way of 
peace and happiness to those of whom he wrote. 

The real reason for the “paralysis” of the Church on this account is 
that the Catholic people are not pointed to Jesus Christ as the Lamb ‘of God 
who TAKETH AWAY the sins of the world—and of the individual. They 
are not told that His mission on earth was to save His people FROM their 
sins—and not in them. 


A short time ago a New York paper published articles by Count Boni de 
Castellane and Countess Larisch, both Roman Catholics belonging to aristo- 
cratic families in Europe; and nothing is more noteworthy to the Protestant 
reader than the way in which they write about the immorality of the circles 
in which they moved, with their occasional references to the fact that they 


were during these episodes, and apparently still are, members of the Koman 
Church. But whether transgressors are of high degree or low, there is no 
peace or happiness or rest of soul for any person who lives in the continual 
violation of the divine law. Jesus told the Woman of Samaria that “Fe that 
shall drink of the water that I will give him shall not thirst for ever (John wy, 
13).” The reason why any Catholic is “unhappy” is because the thirst of his 
soul after righteousness—from which alone can come true happiness—is un- 
satisfied by confessions and penances, and Mass-going and fulfilling the 
man-made commands of the high priests of Rome.

Dear Catholic reader, the Bible is a Letter to you from your Heavenly 
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Father, and is full of revelations of His love and good will toward you per- 
sonally. Do not worry about “interpretations” and what certain passages 
mean and do not mean. All the main truths of the Gospel as regards personal 
salvation and the every-day duties of life and the way to perform them are so 
plain that any child with good parochial school education can understand 
them. If you are a father and have a son or daughter living in a distant city 
you do not add a postscript to the effect that they must ask a priest or a 
schoolmaster or college professor to explain your meaning. God loves you 
muci more than you love any of your children—and, incidentally can do a 
great deal more for you; and if you will read His Book in the same way you 
would expect your son or daughter to read your letter you will be all right. 
Especially if you act on the instructions of the Bible in the same way that 
vou would want your child to act upon yours. 

A short time ago a Rumanian priest named Cornilescu was set to translate 
the Bible into the language of his people. He says: “I was ‘converted’ [in the 
evangelical sense of the word] by studying every word of the original text 
inorder to get the true sense of the Book.

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PRE-NUPTIAL MARRIAGE PROMISE VOID IN LAW 

In the “New York American,” July 30, it was stated that Mrs. Mary Casey 
Thorne, in her application to Surrogate Foley to be appointed guardian of her 
nine-year-old son, “yesterday urged as a reason for the appointment her fear 
that the boy will not be brought up in the Roman Catholic faith. The boy's 
father, Joel Wolfe Thorne, Jr., who divorced the mother, was recently killed 
in an automobile accident. His estate, valued at $1,000,000 was left to the boy, 
Samuel B. Thorne, a cousin of the child, was appointed his guardian. Mrs, 
Thorne claimed that when she married Thorne in 1911 he agreed that chil- 
dren of the marriage would be reared as Catholics, and that in pursuance of 
that promise the boy was baptized a Catholic.” 

The Brewer Case Decision

This was opposed by their grandfather, Mr. Brewer, 
who sought to enforce the contract and have the children brought up as 
Roman Catholics. When the case came before the court, May 4, 1909, Judge 
Matthew C. Reynolds handed down a decision that the agreement had no 
effect in law, and that the court would not enforce such a contract. He said 
that the father is the natural guardian of his children, and cannot, before their 
birth, waive or assign this right to another, Judge Reynolds also held that 
the grandfather, Brewer, had no rights in the matter, and even though the 
wife were still living, the contract could not be enforced—it was void in law.

In this week’s issue of the organ of one of the three largest “Churches” in 
the country is an article by one of its prominent men, and an editorial warn- 
ing its readers of the strength of the forces that are lined up for the purpose 
of nullifying the will of the nation in regard to intoxicating liquors, as ex- 
presse in the Eighteenth Amendment. Both are excellent as far as they 
go, but they are both silent on two points. Neither of them refers to the 
alien Roman Church as constituting the largest and best organized element 
in this aggregation of enemies of the nation, and neither of them exhorts the 
readers to make sure that their votes—and the votes of every person whom 
they can influence in the matter—maintain the cause of the American people 
against their foes. 

It is not, perhaps, of much avail to “cry over spilt milk,” but it is worth 
while to remind ourselves that the present menacing situation has been 
created by the ignorance and apathy—or both—on the part of the 
non-Catholic part of the population of the country, displayed for 
the last fifty years. In some measure the fathers have eaten the 
sour grapes, and the children’s teeth are set on edge; but the 
fact remains that the silence of the Protestant pulpit and press 
luring the last twenty-five years is largely responsible for the conditions 

to-day. In response to Father O’Connor’s warnings, sometimes he 
he asked what the American people would be doing while some of the 
he predicted should come to pass. Others would say that while 
ng he—and other converted Catholics—predicted might happen some- 
t they were sure that none of the Catholics they knew would take 
in anything contrary to the welfare of the nation.

‘nown quantity of the percentage of “good Americanism” in the make-up of 


Catholics whom they knew. About three years ago the editor of 
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the weekly paper of another large denomination evidently placed his hopes 
for safety from the Papal Peril on the fact that few people were “logical,” 
the inference being that he did not give the Catholic people credit for be- 
lieving enough in the teachings of their Church to put them into practice, 
That this opinion expresses the general mental attitude of other editors be- 
sides himself may be judged from the silence of the “Protestant” press with 
respect to the practical demonstration of typically Papalist methods used to 
try to force the nomination of Governor Smith for the Presidency at the 
Democratic National Convention. True they mentioned some of the more 
salient points in news “stories ;” and in one of these the writer expressed the 
opinion that if the methods he (or she) witnessed were to be carried to the 
White House it would be a great national calamity. But as to any editorial 
comment on the fierce religious bigotry injected for the purpose of embarras- 
sing the McAdoo delegates, or suggesting that the violence of speech and 
action afforded a striking example of what might be expected if a vassal of 
the Vatican reached the White House it was conspicuously lacking, so far as 
the organs of widest circulation here in the East are concerned, at any rate 
Indeed, had any such comment appeared, the Papal organs would probably 
have used it as a text for a vituperative attack on Protestant “bigotry.” 
Of course, nobody could expect these journals to write in either the tone 
or the form adopted by some of the “anti-Catholic” papers. Nor is it at 
all necesssry. But, without adopting their methods, it would have heen a 
simple matter to publish from time to time, with or without editorial con- 
ment, official Vatican pronouncements of comparatively recent date, setting 
forth the antagonism of the Papal autocracy to all the essentials of American 
democracy. Further, some time ago, when a number of them did discuss 
the Ku Klux Klan, they wrote in a way that suggested their acceptance of 
the idea that, so far as the Roman Church was concerned, it was a matter 
of “religious prejudice,” ignoring the fact that not only un-American, but ant- 
\merican political principles form part and parcel of the religious teachings 
of the Vatican itself. (See, for example, “Great Encyclical Letters of Pope 


leo XIII, pp. 120-136.) We are not, by any means, attracted by some of 
the Klan methods, nor do we share its attitude in respect of Jews and ne- 


<troes, and we are not in any way championing its cause; but we have never 
yet seen any charge brought against them of disturbing any Roman Cathol! 
religious gathering, or putting out any controversial articles dealing with the 
doctrines of the Church, such as this Magazine has published for forty years 


What Has This to Do With November? 


A great deal, because it serves to emphasize the absolute necessity for 
every individual non-Catholic, and especially every Protestant Christian cot 
nected with any church organization not only to vote himself, or herself, i 
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November, but to work hard to induce others to do the same thing. He 
should, before the election, watch the candidates themselves, find out just 
what kind of persons they are as individuals, and whose interests they are 
likely to represent. The Roman priests frequently get behind some non- 
Catholic candidate, if it suits their purpose: and there are many reasons why 
they will work very hard to obtain influence in the State and National Legisla- 
tures. [Even if it involves some self-denial every real American who has a 
vote, and who wishes to preserve our political institutions from alien agencies 
that seck to destroy them should realize that the elections this fall will be far 
more important than any that have taken place—for the last fifty years, any- 
way —and therefore do his or her best to protect the nation from its enemies. 

There are other things also that you, dear reader, can do. 

1. ‘ou can write to the editor of the organ of your denomination, asking 
him to put in a series of articles, setting forth plainly the chief features of the 
Protestant faith—not the doctrines of your particular denomination—tugether 
with the Roman Catholic teaching on these points. These need not contain 
any arguments against Rome—but simply set forth the teaching. Very few 
Protestants know what Catholic teaching really is. 2. You can ask him also 
to arrange with the book department to put in his advertising pages a list 
of books dealing with Protestantism, both as to its history and its teachings. 
You can mention, for example, Foxe’s “Book of Martyrs,” Motley’s “Rise of 
the Dutch Republic,” D’Aubigné’s “History of the Reformation,” Robertson’s 
“Charles V,” and “Ferdinand and Isabella,” biographies of Wycliff, Huss, 
Luther, Tyndale, Knox and other reformers; also Chiniquy’s “Fifty Years in 
the Church of Rome.” 

For probably for the first time in its history in this country this alien 
Church that hates Protestantism and all its works—and American “democ- 
racy” is essentially one of the “works” of Protestantism—has been placed on 
the defensive, and it may be expected to put up a very strong fight not only 
to maintain its present power in city, State and National Legislatures, but 
to increase its influence in those bodies. If you should be in a place where 
there i; no champion for Protestantism or real Americanism put forward, vote 
against such persons as you disapprove by voting for some opposing candi- 
date even if his political ideas are not yours, or if there is small chance of 
election 


Of one thing you may be sure. There will be more votes cast in Novem-

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LAYMEN ON TRANSUBSTANTIATION 


The “Brooklyn Eagle,” July 27, contained the report of an address de- 
livered at the International Eucharistic Congress at Amsterdam, by Judge 
Martin T. Manton, of the United States Circuit Court of Appeals. It con- 
tained several statements of interest to Americans outside the Roman Church, 

In view of the fact that Pope Leo XIII in one of his Encyclicals (“Im- 
mortale Dei”) expressly condemned, seriatim, all those forms of civil and 
religious liberty that stand out as the most conspicuous features of our politi- 
cal fabric as “driving the church into an unrightful position,” it seems odd 
that the learned judge should describe the United States as “one of the most 
precious homelands ever bestowed upon mankind down the ages.” And in 
view of the virtually universal antagonism to the Eighteenth Amendment 
of the priests, press and people of his church, it is strange to read of “the 
delight of every citizen to strengthen and perpetuate our Government by the 
observance of its laws in the integrity of private life.” The judge must surely 
have forgotten Father Belford’s scurrilous attack on prohibition within tw 
weeks after the thirty-sixth State ratified the Prohibition Amendment, ant 
the utterances of many priests of various ranks when he declared, “Our 
splendid clergy are forever teaching the faithful to help enforce the civil 
law by moral and religious sanction.” To Governor “Al” Smith, and many 
public officials in many cities this will surely come as “news.” 


Transubstantiation “Transcends Reason” 


All Protestants will agree that it does, and they further say that it hasn 
support in revelation either—the sentence, “This is my body,” to the con- 
trary, notwithstanding. They will also demur to the first sentence of this 
citation: 

“All have learned the truism that Trinity, Incarnation and Eucharist 
are so really welded together as to make a precious chain, and this in 
a spiritual manner links Heaven with earth, God with man. The union 
is intimate, and thus firmly and solidly unites us all. No Catholic 
theologian attempts to reason the Eucharistic mystery. It transcends 
reason. It is accepted as one of the sublimest of truths of Christian re 
ligion. The reasonableness of our Catholicity is the circumstance that 

Christ, in a wonderfully condescending manner, responds to the natural 

craving of the human heart after a food which nourishes unto immortality 

by dispensing to mankind His own flesh and blood. ... The impossi 
bility of a figurative interpretation is brought home more forcibly by the 
true meaning of the test—Except you eat the flesh of the Son of man and 
drink His blood, you shall not have life in you. He that eateth My flesh 


and drinketh My blood hath everlasting life and I will raise him up on 
the last day.’” 
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But our Lord did not say a word about the mass, or any priest being 
endowed with power to transform bread and wine into His “body and blood, 
soul and divinity.” And this would have been the place for Him to state 
that doctrine if it had been in His mind. It is worthy of note, too, that 
Peter said not a word about it on the Day of Pentecost—on which day the 
Roman Church says it began its existence. Two very notable omissions. 

Ve acknowledge that in the Eucharist the body and blood of the God- 
man are truly and really substantially present for the nourishment of 
our souls by reason of the trans-substantiation of the bread and wine into 
the body and blood of Christ, and that in this change of substance the un- 

lv sacrifice of the New Testament is also contained.” 

So far as we know there is not a word in either the Douay Version, or the 
Protestant New Testament about any “unbloody sacrifice” whatever. Indeed, 
the Douay Version says, Hebrews x, 10: “We are sanctified by the oblation 
of the body of Jesus Christ, once,” and verse 12: “This man offering one 
sacrifice for sins, for ever sitteth on the right hand of God,” and in verse 14: 
“By one oblation he hath perfected for ever them that are sanctified.” In 
the ninth chapter (verse 28), too, we are told that “Christ was offered once 
to exhaust the sins of many.” The “unbloody sacrifice” may be found in the 
creed of Pope Pius IV, but certainly nowhere in the New Testament—either 

atholic or Protestant, 

We have never before seen the miracle of “the loaves and fishes” referred 
to in connection with transubstantiation, but Judge Manton says: “By the 
lesson of the loaves and fishes Christ proved to Christianity that He then 
possessed a power superior to and independent of the laws of nature. There- 
fore, He could provide supernatural food, none other, in fact, than His own 
flesh and blood.” For the enlightenment of the Protestant mind, a diagram 
should have been furnished with this proposition to show the connection be- 
tween the miracle and the man-made doctrine of the Roman Church. 

Judge Manton appears to believe that our Lord in Heaven has the same 
physical body as when on earth, and that “American men render divine wor- 
ship (‘latria,’ we presume) to the Host.” He says: 


“the adorableness of the Eucharist is the practical consequence of 


its permanence, and the same Lord Christ is truly present in the Eucharist 
as is present in Heaven. Consequently, He is to*h"ttored in the Blessed 
Sacrament of bread and wine, namely, from the moment of transubstan- 
tiation until the moment the species are decomposed. American men 
tender divine worship to the Blessed Sacrament, and this they do with 


unchangeable principle from the earliest ages.” 


If we remember aright, the dogma of transubstantiation was promulgated 
by Pope Innocent III in 1215, which makes the last clause at least doubtful. 
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As to the Word Itself 


In the London “Christian,” July 3, a correspondent wrote: “I see from 
‘Webster that this word means ‘changed into another substance;’ and the 
iexicographer adds: “The doctrine held by Roman Catholics that the bread 
and wine in the mass are converted into the body and blood of Christ.’ 

“T heard a sane remark the other day from a churchman to the effect 
that if any who profess to believe in this teaching had been given the op- 
portunity of eating the actual flesh and drinking the actual blood of the Lord 
Jesus when He was upon the earth, would they have done it?” 

In the issue of the 17th, M.A. (Cantab.), wrote: “Will you allow me 


to say that this form of idolatry [transubstantiation], was not generally in 
vogue until the eighth or ninth century, as Dr. Mosheim in his Ecclesiastical 
History contends, and not even mooted until the incipient apostasy of the 
fourth century, as Dr. Milner shows in his Church History. 


That the 
creature can create the Creator, of course, is the ne plus ultra of absurdity. 
St. Augustine, of the fourth century, says that where our Lord’s words would 
be a crime to take literally (such as drinking blood, which is forbidden, and, 
of course, eating human flesh), His words must be taken figuratively. The 
words ‘is’ and ‘are’ often mean to represent in Scripture, as among many other 
passages, the seven candlesticks (in Rev. 1: 20), which thou sawest ‘are the 
seven churches ;’ and in Luke 22: 20, the cup is called ‘the New Testament in 
My Blood.’ om
